NICE STEEL SHIRT 


In Secret Session 150 Dep- 


iities Voted to Depose 


the Monarch. 


Constantinople. Aurll 23.—The sul- 


tan appeared upon the streets of Con- 
stantinople today and was greeted by 
the 
people witn cries of adoration. 


With a mask-like countenance and his 
head sunk between his stooped shoul- 
ders, he acknowledged the salutations 
of the throng by curt nods. 


The occasion of his majesty's ap- 


pearance was his regular Friday visit 
to the white mosquo outside the walls 
of Yildiz Klosh. a ceremony known as 
the selamllk. It was tho first time the 
eultan had been seen in public since 
the revolutionary outbreak ot April 
13th. 


People Turned Out to Greet Him. 
Hearing tho word that tho selamlik 


would occur today the people ot the 
city made their way in carriages and 
on foot to greet tho 
sultan at tho 


Tlldiz Kiosk. 
From the gate of the 


palace enclosure to the mosque the 
driveway was lined on either side by 
the picked regiments of the army, rep- 
resenting every branch of the service. 
All were in their bast uniforms, white 
tunics and trousers, 
canvas legglns, 


trappings of red. 
yellow and green, 


with red fezes or red and green tur- 
bans on their heads. Every point of 
vantage was occupied by the soldiers 
and the mosque was surrounded by 
them; regiments 
of cavalry filled a 


near- by open field, the avenue lead- 
ing from the mosque to the palace 
, gate, freshly sprinkled with white sand 
that the sultan might have an unde- 
nted path to his place of worship, was 
lined four and six deep by the troops of 
the empire. -Back ot the soldiers the 
people gathered in J. dense throng. 


The Sultan Appears. 


At noon the gates were thrown open 


and the sultan appeared in his cus- 
tomary victoria. 
He drove the short 


distance to the mosque and "at once en- 
tered to say his prayers. 
After the 


- completion of his devotions he return- 
ed by the same way he came and dis- 
appeared through the 
broad portal 


Into the guarded precincts of his pal- 
ace. 
His 
majesty's 
progress 
was 


marked by an ovation, the people as he 
drove by saluting him as their master 
and a saint . His majesty nodded to 
right and left as his victoria was driv- 
en- at a slow pace through the lines of 
soldiers and he carried his right hand 
at a salute. 


As the sultan drove by the terrace 


of white stone that is used by 'distin- 
guished visitors to witness his pas- 
sage to and from the mosque, he look- 
ed carefully to see if any of the am- 
bassadors were present. 
-None were 


there, however, as they had '•-• com- 
mon consent agreed to remain away. 
' The terrace was occupied b'y a large 
gathering of foreign visitors and jun- 
ior members of the various diplomatic 
missions.

dwelling has been burned by the fan- 
a'ical Moslems and 
the Armenians 


still.surviving are living in the open, 
half starved and In great fear, es- 
pecially of Friday and Sunday. 


The village of Bellan, a short dis- 


tance south of Alexandretta, is holding 
out with difficulty against the nomad 
tribesmen. 


The British warship, which sailed to 


relieve Deurtiul, an Armenian -village 
on the coast, returned to Alexandretta 
today without having accomplished 
anything. The commander of the ves- 
sel 'applied to the governor of the dis- 
trict for permission to land a relief 
party, but he was refused.

interests and experiences. 


Was Widely Known. 


Almost all of tho old residents of

beard and his complexion as clear as a 
youth's,

streets of tho city. 


Senator Stewart was a natjvo of

Our Night Police Deficiejcies 


Fort Wayne has twenty-six night patrolmen or> the register. 'There is no re- 


serve. So absence of one or more members, from any cause, means a temporary re- 
duction of the force. 


One night this month six were reported ill, arid for that night the patrol num- 


bered just twenty police. 
. 


Had those twenty patrolmen attempted to cover the 207 miles of streets of 


.the city we see where each would have had considerably more than a ten-mile 
beat. 


Some time ago detailed measurements were inade to 'determine the number of 


miles that his duties would require the patrolman in the Tenth ward to walk dur- 
ing the night and miss none of the doors which it is his 'duty to try after the ten- 
ants are supposed to have locked them for the night. It was found that he would 
be required to walk over twenty-two miles, 


Now all this suggests a positive need of additional night patrolmen, regardless 


of-the relative size of our night police force as compared with those of other cities 


But let us nofo what the ten other cities of our class, with which we are mak 


ing comparisons, find necessary in the way of night police.

This means that in these ten cities of Fort "Wayne's, class each policeman is, 


on the average, apportioned to about every three and a third miles of streets. 


In Fort Wayne, by adding to our night patrol one of the detectives and one 


of the sergeants to make up our night police force, we have a'force of twenty-eight 
night police in a city of 207 miles of streets, which means somewhat more than 
seven and a third miles to each member of the night force. 


If, therefore, Fort Wayne were to. be as well policed at night in proportion to 


its length of streets as are'the ten cities named there -would be required sixty-four 
instead of twenty-eight police, or an addition of thirty-six more night police. 


As a matter of practical fact, Fort Wayne would require today more than 


thirty-six additional policemen, inasmuch as the ten other cities, most of whom 
figures in the statistics given by us in street-lighting, were found to be far better 
lighted than Fort Wayne. And light is protection.

But assuming the Fort Wayne streets equally well lighted, thirty-six more 


night "police with proportionate station force would probably .be adequate. As- 
suming also that these are all patrolmen at salaries of $780 per year each, we 
should have an annual additional City expenditure on. this account of $28,080. 


This additional expenditure added to that required for additional day police 


as noted in our previous talk, would increase the annual expenditures in the police 
department by fully $50,000. '

beat them with many stripes and cast 
them Into an Inner prison, fastening 
their reel In the stocks. But this did 
not in any way affect these servants 
of God. It was doubtless true in their 
case, as one of the modern poets has 
expressed It, that "stone walla do not 
a prison make, nor Iryn bars a ess?." 
for at midnight, in the mid*t of all 
the darkness, "they sang praises unto 
God and the prisoners heard them." 
What a stranse sound it must have 
been-In the old Jail, where ordinarily 
only curses had been heard! But sud- 
denly there came a great earthquake; 
the foundations of the prison began to 
shake and the doors were thrown open 
and "every one's bands were loosed." 
In the midst of all this confusion, the 
jailer sprang into their presence, and 
was ready to kill himself, thinking the 
prisoners had escaped, when Paul ex- 
claimed, "Do thyself no harm, for we 
are all here." 


"Conviction" the First Step. 


'There Is Just In this connection a 


clear distinction drawn between men 
of Influence and men of power. Or- 
dinarily we say, what the church 
needs 
today Is 
men of 
Influence, 


meaning by this men of position. And 
so It does; but from this Illustration' 
I think we may argue, the greater &e- 
mand Is for men of power, Paul and 
Silas had not Influence enough to keep 
themselves out of Jail, but they had 
a power sufficient to pray down the 
prison walls and throw wide open its 
doors. There is also In the whole in- 
cident given to us a true and striking 
picture of what it means for one to 
be saved. 


If I were an artist, 1 should like to 


draw upon a blackboard a great let- 
ter "C," then fill out from that one 
letter four words. These four words 
would present to us a picture of this 
Philippian jailer not only, but also of 
the one who really and truly comes to 
ChrUt. The first word would.be "Con 
vlctlon." 
This we surely find In the 


Jailer, for w eare told "he came trem- 
bling." It is not possible for any one 
to be saved without flrst of all ex- 
periencing real conviction; however 
It may 
manifest itself In 
dlfleren 


ways. 


First. Sometimes it is evidenced In 


great: need. One would display his Ig 
norance if he were to assert that Nico 
demuB,.for example, was the chief o 
sinners; 'for he was a ruler of his.peo- 
ple/an honored member of the Sanhe- 
drin, a most circumspect man In every 
way; 
'.but in his heart there was a 


great sense of his need, which* his po- 
sition had never satisfied; and this 
compelled him, I imagine, to seek out 
the Great Teacher. 


Second. Not infrequently it may as- 


sume the form of complete unworthl- 
ness, such as the poor publican had 
when he s'ald, "God be merciful to me 
a sinner:" but the article there in the 
Greek was a definite one, and what he 
really said was this: "God be merciful 
to me the sinner," as If he were the 
only one in the world. This is a most 
hopeful condition. 


Third. As a rule, It is the con- 


sciousness ,that we. have sinned and 
are, 
therefore, under condemnation 


conviction of one's sins after one's 
regeneration than before. 


Stanley te!ls us that he found men 


in Africa who never knew that they 
were black until they looked upon a 
white man. So many a man can nev- 
er know what Bin is until he sees H 
in the presence of Jesus Christ. But 
whatever the form of conviction, it 
must surely be experienced before the 
light will dawn. Come to him just ag 
you are. for he can satisfy your lone- 
Ings by filling you with himself and 
he is able to blot out all your trans- 
gressions and forgive all your sins. 


"Contrition" the Next Essential. 
Tho second word starting with the 


letter "C" would be "Contrition." This 
the Philippian Jailer had, for he "fell 
down before them." 
It Is certainly 


true that one cannot come to God un- 
less, first of all. he be possessed of the 
broken 
and 
contrite heart. 
Why 


should this not be true? 
AVe have 


sinned against God and there must 
be contrition for It if we are to be 
forgiven. God may be ever so willing 
to forg'lve, still he does not do it with- 
out contrition. 


In the state prison of Iowa there Is 


soldier of Jesus Christ whe» he defi- 
nitely and clearly confesses him..This 
la his enlistment. 


Th* Query of the Unsaved. 


"What, therefore, must I do to bo 


saved?" This seem* to be the un- 
saved .man's flrst query. 
Philosophy 


has never answered this question yet. 
Infidelity has tried It. and made It a 
mockery- God's answer is; clear and 
simple. The Bible says, "By grace 
are ye saved through faith; and that 
not of yourselves: It Is the gift of 
God." 
"Not of works, lest any 
man 


should boast." It is very easy to re- 
ceive a gift; the first step in salvation 
Is not to give something, but rather to 
receive: then receiving eternal life, you 
may give 
yourself 
unto 
him 
for 


service. 


Man would naturally say, If you 


would be a son of God. try to walk as 
a son and you will eventually become, 
such. 
But God makes it very clear 


that there can be no real life until 
there Is a step taken, first of all, by 
faith; then he reveals himself. 
The 


things of God are spiritually discerned, 
and God is a revelation, not an expla- 
nation. To make It very clear, the best

God never saved any man until, first 


of all, he was willing to be saved; so 
whether one kneels at the altar, or

Jesus Christ, and thou shall be saved.' 
There is something very significant in 
the way the names of Jesus Christ are 
used. For example, when he is called 
Lord, It Is to emphasize his kingly of- 
fice, or his reigning power; and what 
can the meaning be but this, when we, 
are told to believe on him as Lord? 
Wo must reach the place where we, 
are willing to let him rule and reign 
In our life.

Give him absolute control; never take 
a step without his guidance—this is 
the secret of grace and joy.

from their sins." It must be necessary, 
.hen, for one to get a conception of 
him as he hangs upon the cross; and 
certainly we known he was there for 
ust one. purpose, namely, "That he 
might die in our stead." 


. ' As Christ Died. 


Major Whittle tells the story of a 


company of bushwhackers, arrested In 
Missouri during the days of the civil 
war. They were sentenced to be shot, 
whan a young.boy touched the com- 
manding officer on the arm and said, 
'Won't you allow me to take the place 
of the man standing yonder? He has a. 
family, and he will be greatly missed; 
no one will miss me. May I take his 
place?" When the officer had given his 
consent, the young boy stepped for- 
ward, drew the man out of line and 
stepped in his place. When the com- 
mand was given to fire, the boy fell 
dead; his grave Is still to be found In 
the little Missouri town, and on the 
little stone that marks it are cut these 
words, "Sacred to the memory of Wil- 
lie Lear; he took my place." 
The 


commanding officer's name was John 
McNeil!, and the story was vouched 
for recently by one of the officer's per- 
sonal friends In Evansvllle, Ind. 


This is true of Jesus Christ; he died 


that we might live, but we must ac- 
cept him. There la no Ufa except In 
him, and the Idea of substitution 's 
found in all the bible. 
He Is also 


/Kilted Christ, but this Is his resurrec- 
tion name, and as Christ he stands 
this.moment at the right hand of God, 
making intercession for us. Can you 
accept him there? 


It does seem to me that this makes 


the .whole Christian life very plain. 
He is my Lorfl, because he rules me; 
he Is Jesus because he died to save 
me; and he is Christ becau-se, when- 
ever tha mistakes of life overtake me, 
he stands at God's right hand to make 
explanation and Intercession. Do you 
thus receive him? 


It is also to be remembered that, in 


the case of the Philippian jailer, light 
came In all its clearness when "they 
spake unto him the word of the Lord." 
I have very little confidence in that 
man who Is not founded upon God's 
Word for assurance of his salvation. 
I have all the hope imaginable for that 
one who will receive it with meekness. 
I do not mean that he should be able 
at once to explain it; I only ask that 
by faith he receive it (John 5: 24). His 
Word is sometimes spoken of under 
the figure of the hammer, and as such 
it can break our stubborn wills. It is 
sometimes said to be the light, and as 
such it will penetrate the darkness. It 
is frequently called the water, and 
water always cleanses by displace- 
ment. 
I am persuaded that, If 
xf. 


could only persuade men to receive 
the Word of God, it would mean a 
joy unspeakable and a peace which the 
world cannot give, neither take away. 
One could not live In the promise and 
declaration of John's third chapter and 
sixteenth verse without rejoicing in 
hope. Say it over and over to your-

Confessing Christ Before Men. 


The fourth and last word to be com- 


pleted from the letter "C" is "Con- 
fession." and this is clearly found in 
the experience of the Jailer; for,we are 
told "he was baptized." What a mis- 
take It is for a man to believe In his 
heart and fail to confess with his lips! 
Such a position is never satisfactory, 
and never brings real joy. It is not be- 
ing obedient, to say the least. If your 
physician should write a prescription 
for you In your sickness, and 
you 


should have it filled in a peculiar way, 
putting in two parts snd leaving out 
two parts, he would have the right to 
find fault with you and tell you that 
you would never get well until you 


j took the whole prescription. It is true 
with the Great Physician in our sin 
sickness; he has written the prescrip- 
tion that Hssurcs us of life—it Is com- 
posed ot two parts (Rom. 10:9. 10): 


First Believe in your heart that 


Jesus Is the Christ the Son of God. 
and acknowledge him as Lord. 


Second. Confess with your lips that 


you have appropriated him. not as a 
Saviour, but as your Saviour, for If 
one desires to be fully saved he must 
cqmmlt - himself. 
It is not ..walking 


with the army that constitutes one a 
soldier: it is not the wearing of the 
garment of a soldier that makes him 
such, for this may bo hired or stolen: 
hilt it Is the deSnito enlistment 
this com»s to oiio who would be a 


own verse: 
"God so loved 'me' that 


he gave his only begotten Son that T 
might believe in him and should not 
perish, but have everlasting life." 


Baptism a Command. 


I would not have you forget, in this 


interesting story of the jailer, that he 
was baptized. Baptism is Inseparably 
connected with believing and is as cer- 
tainly a command of God's as that we 
believe. 
We may 
differ as to the 


mode, but too much emphasis cannot 
be placed upon the command itself; 
It Is, of course, true that one may be 
without It, as, for example, the thief 
on the cross: as for him. It was Im- 
possible: but I should be afraid to run 
the risk when Jesus said. "He that bc- 
lleveth and is baptized shall be saved, 
and he that believeth not shall be 
damned." 
At least, when we stand 


before him, we could not but say that 


re had neslected to do as he com- 
manded. It is the experience of Chris- 
tians everywhere that this one of the 
sacraments brings upon the believer n 
marvelous blessing, and leads him out 
into an experience which can never be 
described In words. 


It Is not to be forgotten that when 


all these steps had been taken by the 
Philippian jailer he rejoiced, believing 
in God. with all his house. That word 
Is certainly true that "In his pres- 
ence Is fulness of Joy. and at nig right 
hand there are pleasures for ever- 
more." And why should it not be so? 


One of my frlenfl*. a Scotchman, told 


me that some time ago he was going 
through Ms native !and and stopped 
at a little cottage by the wayside to 
rest: when he entered the room hi? 
first inclination was to be seated in a 


very comfortable _ chair, which occu- 
pied a prominent' place in the room; 
but just as he made the attempt an 
old Scotchwoman sprang to the chair 
and, lifting her.hand, exclaimed, "Nay,, 
nay, man; don't sit there," and then 
she pointed to the scarlet cord fast- 
ened around the chair, which, he had 
not noticed before, and explained, 
"One 
day her majesty the queen, a ] 


sudden storm corning upon her, left 
her 
carriage . and 
came ' into this 


house." 
And,' with a look of great 


reverence, this venerable woman add- 
ed: "She sat in this chair, and when 
she went away we fastened this scar- 
let cord about It. and. I said, "We will 
give it to John, and h« can keep It In 
his family,' for was it not wonderful 
that her majesty the queen had used 
it?" But I have a greater cause for 
rejoicing; Jesus Christ ,the Kins .of 
kings-has counted-it a joy to take up 
his abode in my heart. He has cast 
around roe the scarlet cord which 
marks me as his own. It is a great 
thing for me to say that he Is mine, 
but it is greater far for nie to declare 
that I am his, and with the Philippian 
jailer therefore I rejoise with exceedr 
ing great joy.
